SECTION  “B” 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


The  general  provision  of  health  services  remain  as  in  previous  years. 

Welfare  Foods 

The  W.V.S.  give  most  valuable  assistance  distributing  these  foods  to  the 
general  public. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Local 
County  Health  Authority,  continue  to  give  a  highly  satisfactory  24-hour 
cover  for  the  whole  district. 

Maternity  Accommodation 

During  the  year  289  babies  were  born  in  the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home 
as  follows:

Thus,  60%  of  the  total  births  registered  to  the  Tavistock  Urban  District 
during  the  year  took  place  in  the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home. 

Mass  Radiography 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Devon  County  Council  Clinic  in 
March  to  undertake  any  special  examinations  required.  145  people  were 
examined  on  this  occasion.  No  newly-discovered  significant  cases  were 
notified. 

Doctor  Mary  Budding,  the  Senior  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer 
has  submitted  the  following  report  on  her  work  during  the  year : 

This  year  continues  a  transition  started  gradually  a  few  years  ago,  in 
expanding  some  services,  cancelling  others  no  longer  considered  necessary, 
and  starting  new  services.  This  will  continue  in  the  next  few  years,  together 
with  the  changing  pattern  of  medical,  social  and  welfare  services.  The 
following  are  examples  of  changes  which  have  been  and  are  being  made 
gradually : 

I.  Schools 

(a)  With  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  qualified  school  nurse  a  number  of  the 
routine  original  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  Schools  have  been 
taken  over,  leaving  her  free  to  provide  other  services.  Thus  the  routine 
eye  tests,  hearing  tests,  and  hygiene  inspections  are  mostly  handed  over 
now. 

(b)  The  School  Medical  Inspections  now  follow  completely  the  new  scheme 
started  here  in  Tavistock  three  years  ago.  Instead  of  examining  every 
child  at  least  every  three  years,  the  general  standard  of  health  nowadays 
no  longer  warranting  this,  each  child  is  seen  at  school  entry  only  as  a 
routine,  this  is  a  complete,  full,  unhurried  examination.  Further  examina¬ 
tion  depends  on  the  need  by  any  particular  child  for  this,  and  consequently 
gives  more  time  for  each,  with  more  satisfactory  results.  It  has  also 
done  away  with  queues  of  parents,  it  being  run  by  an  appointments 
system. 
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II.  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  and  Adults 

The  services  have  been  expanded  tremendously: 

(a)  Junior  Training  Centre  at  Plymstock,  with  hostel  attached  (Monday  to 
Friday)  for  Tavistock  area  children,  to  16  years  of  age. 

(, b )  Sheltered  Workshop  for  adults  (including  the  physically  handicapped) 
functioning  three  days  a  week,  and  when  new  premises  are  completed  on 
the  ground  already  selected  and  bought  on  the  Industrial  site  at  Tavi¬ 
stock,  daily. 

As  a  result  of  the  expansion  of  work  among  young  and  old,  physically  and 
mentally  handicapped,  a  full-time  Occupation  Therapist  has  been  appointed 
and  took  up  her  duties  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

III.  Chiropody 

Official  Ministry  permission  has  now  been  given  to  finance  the  setting 
up  of  Chiropody  Clinics,  and  the  Chiropodist  started  work  amongst  adults 
and  school  children  during  the  year.  That  this  is  a  much  needed  service  had 
been  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  clinics  started  some  years  ago  by  the  Red 
Cross  in  Tavistock,  were  working  to  full  capacity,  this  pointed  the  way  to 
official  action  undoubtedly,  and  as  in  the  case  of  so  many  voluntary  organi¬ 
sations  in  the  past,  has  ied  the  way  to  official  recognition  for  a  need  and 
eventual  “taking  over’’.  When  extensions  are  built  to  the  Tavistock  Clinic, 
this  service  will  expand. 

IV.  Child  Guidance  Work 

At  present  there  is  a  need  for  a  clinic  nearer  than  Plymouth,  as  regular 
attendance  there  by  parents  and  children  often  means  a  rearrangement  of 
household  duties,  considerable  domestic  upset,  and  a  half  or  whole  day  from 
home.  Consequently  attenders  default  and  the  treatment  is  rendered  useless 
by  being  intermittent  only.  As  soon  as  extensions  are  built  to  the  existing 
clinic  the  whole  Child  Guidance  Clinic  team  will  come  to  Tavistock  regularly 
and  there  see  local  patients. 

V.  Deaf  Children 

During  the  year  a  peripatetic  teacher  for  the  deaf  was  appointed  to  the 
area,  and  already  has  proved  invaluable  in  helping  the  children,  parents  and 
schools  with  these  children’s  problems.  It  is  hoped,  in  the  near  future,  to 
start  a  Hearing  Assessment  Clinic  in  Tavistock  for  children  in  the  area  who 
at  present  have  to  journey  to  Plymouth  and  are,  for  geographical  reasons, 
not  attending  as  regularly  as  they  should,  or  even  in  some  cases  not  until 
many  valuable  months  or  years  are  lost. 

All  these  examples  show  the  changing  character  of  the  work,  with  the 
Health  Visitors  taking  on  the  additional  load  of,  for  example,  visiting  old 
people,  particularly  those  living  alone.  Undoubtedly,  the  nature  of  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinic  will  change  in  the  next  few  years,  now  that  there  are 
only  rare  cases  of  malnutrition  and  poverty  (the  former  when  it  does  occur 
is  not  invariably  due  to  the  latter)  and  the  clinic  may  work  on  an  appoint¬ 
ments  system  with  less  (unnecessary)  weighing  of  babies,  and  more  full 
examinations  at  greater  intervals,  for  especially  babies  “at  risk”,  and  more 
group  teaching.  It  is  an  interesting  transition  period. 

Dealing  with  the  rest  of  the  work,  Tavistock  maintains  a  good  level  of 
acceptance  for  immunisations  compared  with  other  places,  particularly  high 
for  Tuberculosis  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccinations.  The  benefits  are  not 
entirely  one-sided  -  the  Medical  Officer  has  learned  that  “Boosters”  do 
not  first  and  foremost  refer  to  injections,  but  to  a  form  of  ice-lolly,  with 
consequent  disappointment  to  some  youngsters  lured  to  the  doctor  (under 
false  pretences!). 
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Finally,  two  interesting  factors  have  emerged  this  year: 

1.  Cleanliness 

For  some  years  there  have  been  no  dirty  heads  in  schools,  but  this  year 
in  the  summer,  isolated  cases  of  heavy  infestation  occurred  for  no  apparent 
reason.  Thanks  to  prompt  attention  by  the  School  Nurse  and  Health 
Visitors,  none  of  these  spread.  This  was  an  extraordinary  occurrence  as  the 
children  were  invariably  in  families  with  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness. 
Although  it  has  been  suggested  this  was  a  consequence  of  the  fine  summer,  I 
can  see  no  scientific  reason  for  this  supposition. 


2.  Fat  Children 

There  are  still  too  many  fat  children,  and  too  many  children  who  never 
walk  if  they  can  help  it!  “School  transport”  I  regret  to  say  is  one  of  the 
chief  offenders.  They  may  well  be  heading  for  coronary  disease  in  twenty- 
five  years’  time.  Carbohydrates,  i.e.  sugar  and  starchy  foods  (together 
perhaps  with  the  four-wheeled  vehicle)  are  the  curse  of  this  age.  A  thirsty 
child  will  drink  water;  if  a  flavour  must  be  added  then  let  it  be  from  real 
oranges,  or  real  lemons.  A  generation  of  the  future  can  be  visualised  with 
hirsute  heads  bulging  with  knowledge,  large  flabby  bodies,  pot  bellies, 
thin  legs  and  tiny  corny  feet,  being  carried  in  sedan  chairs  by  the  slim,  wiry, 
older  generation  with  less  knowledge  perhaps,  but  legs  and  bodies  in  working 
(and  walking!)  order. 

Perhaps  I  may  end  this  sombre  note  with  a  tailpiece: 

There  has  been  admitted  to  a  local  residential  special  school,  a  boy  “allergic 
to  dry  rot”  -  one  wonders  whether  the  Council  Surveyor’s  Department  might 
like  to  annex  him  ultimately. 


SECTION  “C” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

Mr  Young,  District  Engineer  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board,  has  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  report  on  progress  during  the  year: 

“The  filter  installation  has  maintained  a  satisfactory  supply  throughout 
the  year. 

Water  samples  have  been  consistently  good  and  a  full  supply  available  at 
all  times. 

Housing  development  continues  and  mains  extensions  have  been  laid 
to  housing  sites  at  Priory  Estate  and  Deer  Park;  further  extensions  have 
been  carried  out  at  Gwynntor  which  is  being  converted  to  flats. 

A  second  section  of  main  has  been  laid  to  serve  the  Westbridge  Industrial 
Site. 

A  new  6-inch  main  has  been  laid  through  Duke  Street  and  Brook  Street 
to  replace  the  existing  5-inch  main  which  was  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  state 
of  repair. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  on  the  High  Level  of  Old  Launceston 
Road,  but  a  scheme  is  in  hand  to  supplement  this  supply  by  the  laying  of  a 
new  6-inch  diameter  main  by  connection  to  the  Brentor  trunk  main.”

Tables  at  the  end  of  this  report  show  the  numbers  of  premises  included  in  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  also  the  number  of  Outworkers,  together 
with  the  number  of  inspections  made  of  the  various  premises  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Extensive  building  development  has  further  increased  the  flows  at  both 
disposal  works,  already  very  heavy  due  to  infiltration,  but  it  is  anticipated 
that  conditions  Avill  improve  when  all  the  works  of  re-laying  and  renewing  the 
sewers  around  the  town  forming  the  second  stage  of  the  sewerage  improvement 
scheme,  are  completed. 

The  present  method  of  disposal  by  land  irrigation  has  caused  the  land 
over  the  whole  of  the  beds  to  become  sour,  and  in  consequence  a  very  poor  final 
effluent  was  being  produced.  In  an  attempt  to  improve  this,  over  800  cubic 
yards  of  soil  were  excavated  from  the  bed,  thereby  diverting  the  sewage 
flow  and  increasing  aeration  time  in  which  the  aerobic  bacteria  could  work. 
Samples  of  the  final  effluent  taken  since  this  work  was  completed  have  proved 
to  be  much  more  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  routines  have  continued  satisfactorily  with  the  one  vehicle, 
but  with  the  development  of  the  new  housing  estates,  coupled  with  the  vast 
increase  in  the  bulk  of  the  refuse  collected,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the 
general  trend  throughout  the  country,  the  daily  schedule  will  probably  have 
to  be  revised  within  the  near  future. 

During  the  year,  the  western  boundary  of  the  tip  was  reached  and  finally 
sealed.  Tipping  then  recommenced  at  the  eastern  end,  but  at  the  present 
rate,  together  with  the  considerable  quantities  of  builders’  spoil  which  is 
still  being  tipped,  this  area  also  will  soon  be  filled  and  enquiries  will  shortly 
have  to  commence  with  regard  to  the  location  of  alternative  tipping  sites, 
with  which  will  be  associated  the  complications  and  frustrations  of  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  control. 

Swimming  Pool 

The  Public  Health  Staff  have  maintained  the  treatment  equipment  through¬ 
out  the  season  and  repeated  samples  of  the  water  have  been  taken,  all  of 
which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  long  awaited  Act  for  the  control  of  welfare  conditions  for  office  workers, 
etc.,  came  into  force  during  the  year,  the  operation  date  being  heralded  by  the 
largest  amount  of  explanatory  literature  ever  before  issued  by  a  Government 
department  with  respect  to  one  Act,  and  also  widespread  publicity  with 
regard  to  the  registration  of  premises,  but  despite  all  this,  at  the  end  of  the 
year  only  two-thirds  of  the  probable  premises  are  yet  registered.

SECTION  “D,’  Housing 

Council  Housing 

Four  bedsitting  room  units  and  seven  two-bedroom  maisonettes  for  elderly 
people  at  King  Street,  and  eight  one-bedroom  flats  for  young  married  couples 
at  Buctor  have  been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  These  were 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  1963. 


Fourteen  one-bedroom  flats  and  six  bed-sitting  room  units  for  elderly 
people  are  at  present  under  construction  at  the  rear  of  Drake  Gardens.  These 
units  will  be  incorporated  with  the  existing  ten  old  peoples’  bungalows  in 
a  call-bell  system.  This  system  will  be  connected  to  a  Warden’s  house,  which 
is  also  under  construction. 

A  total  of  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dwellings  have  been  built  and  occupied 
since  building  began  again  in  1946. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  applicants  for  Council  houses 
on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  December,  1964,  fifty-four  of  whom  reside  outside 
the  Urban  area.

Milk 

There  are  two  retailers  and  one  producer/retailer  with  premises  and  a  milk 
round  within  the  Urban  area.  All  other  retailers  with  rounds  in  the  town 
have  premises  outside  the  area.  Monthly  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from 
retailers  selling  milk  in  the  Urban  area,  and  the  results  obtained  are  sum-

Six  samples  were  declared  void  because  the  permissible  atmospheric 
shade  temperature  had  been  exceeded.  The  reasons  for  failure  of  the  three 
tuberculin  tested  samples  was  taken  up  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  producer/retailer  concerned.

The  number  of  food  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  and  preserved  foods  =  7, 
and  for  sale  of  Ice-cream  =  15.  No  premises  in  the  area  is  used  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  Ice-cream. 

A  total  of  seventeen  Ice-cream  samples,  seven  of  which  were  check  samples, 
were  taken  from  ten  premises  during  the  year.  These  samples  were  graded 
as  follows:

Grade  II  5 
Grade  III  2 

the  Grade  II  and  III  results  were  believed  to  have  been  caused  through 
using  unsuitable  sampling  jars.  After  requesting  larger  jars  from  the  labora¬ 
tory,  Grade  I  samples  were  obtained  from  all  ten  premises. 

Nine  Butchers’  stalls  in  the  Pannier  Market  have  been  modernised  during 
the  year  and  now  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

At  the  time  of  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak,  information  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  6  lb.  tins  of  corned  beef,  bearing 
particular  identification  codes.  Within  twenty-four  hours  all  food  premises, 
stores  and  catering  establishments  within  the  area  were  contacted  and  visited 
and  all  their  stocks  inspected.  Twenty-seven  suspected  tins  were  found 
and  impounded,  but  later  released  as  safe  after  consultation  with  the  Ministry. 
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Meat  Inspection 

Inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Westbridge  Abattoir  during 
the  year  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors.  A  total  of  15,635  were 
dealt  with.  This  is  a  decrease  of  4,366  on  the  preceding  year’s  kill  and  is  due 
to  a  general  falling  off  of  this  type  of  business,  and  the  transference  of  one 
wholesale  butcher’s  trade  to  his  own  slaughterhouse  elsewhere.  Meat  in¬ 
spection  involved  500  visits  to  the  Abattoir. 

Fuller  details  of  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected,  and  the 
carcases,  parts  or  organs  condemned,  are  set  out  in  the  table  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

Condemned  Meat  and  Offal 

As  in  previous  years,  condemned  meat  and  offal  were  collected  from  the 
Abattoir  by  approved  contractors.
